REMARKS 

Initially, Applicant thanks the Office for the indication of allowable subject matter. In 
the Office Action, Claims 1-25 were pending with Claim 9 being withdrawn due to a restriction 
requirement. Claims 1-8 and 17-25 were allowed. Claims 10-16 were rejected. 

Amendments to the Claims 

Claims 9-16 are currently cancelled without disclaimer in an effort to advance the 
prosecution of the instant case. Applicant reserves the right to pursue these claims and additional 
claims directed to the invention in a related application. 

35 U.S.C. § 112 Rejections 

Claim 10-16 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph. Applicant has 
cancelled these claims and believes the Office's concerns have been addressed. Favorable 
reconsideration is respectfully requested.
